The Grouse Creek Flume Dispute iu 
a New Phase. 
Some months ;igo, it will bo remem- 
bered, a diacuHhion took placo in tho 
journals of thiB Colony touching tho 
rights of that body oi minors, styling 
thomselvos tho Canadian Company, 
had or claimed to have to work oer* 
tain ground grantod by Government 
to the Grouse Creek Bed Bock Flume 
Company, lu tho oourso of that rlis> 
cussion it was clearly shown, to our 
satisfaction at least, that tho Cana" 
dian Company stood towards the 
GrouHO Creek Flume Company in tho 
light of trespassers or "jumpers," and 
that as such they woro liable to the 
law. Tho faots woro shortly theso : 
The Flumo Company originally held 
four miles and a quarter of ground, 
believed to bo highly auriferous, on 
Giou8o Crook, all but twolvo hundred 
and fifty feet of which they proposed 
to relinquish if Government would ab- 
solve them from an obligation to con- 
struct a corUiu numbor ol feet of 
bed-rock flumo within a specified time. 
This proposition Government accepted, 
the original agreement was can- 
celled, and tho agents of tho Flumo 
Company procoeded to select tho 
specified numbor of loot from tho four 
miles and a quarter of ground held by 
them. Unfortunately for all tho par- 
ties concerned, whilo negotiations 
Were pending for tho now charter, tho 
Ganadian Company had settled upon 
a part of tho ground — tho very part, 
as it happened, that tho agents of tho 
Flume Company subsequently selected 
for thoir principals. When requested 
to yield possession, they r of need, and 
tho caso was tried beforo the Gold 
Commissioner, who decided that tho 
Canadians woro not entitled to hold 
tho ground. .Refusing still to rolin* 
quiah tho claims, about ono month 
ainco the Canadians woro arrested 
fined and imprisoned by tho Com- 
miBBioner ; but woro subsequently rc^ 
leased boforo tho expiration of the 
sontenco, on promising' to abandon 
their effcrts to bold tho claim. An 
appeal was then taken by tho Cana- 
dians to Mr Justico Bogbio, who ruled 
that according to tho 173d Clause of 
tho Gold Fiold's Ordinance, 18G7, the 
[Mining Court was a Court of JUecord ; 
that evory decision of that Court was 
final, and that tho Supremo Court had 
no powor to intciiero. Jud h -e Begbie 
doclinod, therefore, to make any order 
in the caso or to allow costs. This 
ruling, it was Fupposed, would settle 
tho matter, and tho Flumo Company's 
men bo allowed to prosreuto their 
■work of opening tho claim unmcleet- 
od ; but telegrams roccived on Friday 
la9t from Qaesnollomoutb, by tho 
Prosident of tho Company here, state 
that tho Canadian Company, backod 
by ono hundred armed mon, had 
mado a raid upon the ground, and wero

Easfcra Slates. 

Washington, July 15— Tho Senate, after 
an Executive session, took up tho House bill 
appropriating $1,675 000 to carry out tho 
Reconstruction Act. The amount woa re. 
duoed to a million and then passed. 

The House bill lor the relief of soldiers who 
left their regiments after the surrender ol 
Lee, was referred to the military committee. 

The ohairmao transmitted a oomninnica- 
tion transmitting the ordors, instructions, 
opinions, etc., iseuod to commanders of mill* 
tnry districts relative to tho recoostruc'ion 
act. Tho President states that it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to estimate tho expenso for can- 
rying into IqT effect the several reconstruc- 
tion acts. If the State Governments are to 
be deposed and the entire machinery placed 
utidor tho cxolusivo control of miliiary com- 
manders, it will probably require fourteen 
millions; The President raised tho question 
whether the United Statos, by abolishing the 
Slato Governments, does not become respon- 
sible for State debts not incurred in conse- 
quence of the rebellion, which approximate 
to a hundred millions, and recommends the 
question to tho consideration of Congress. 
His message i3 somewhat elaborate on this 
point. 

Mr Howard, referring to this position of 
the President's communication, said it was all 
moonshine. 

Mr Hendricks said that the same doctrine 
was laid down by Governor Morton, of In- 
diana, two years ago ns is now hold by Presi- 
dent Johnson. Hb thought it not advisable 
lor tho President to express a hypocritical 
opinion on questions ol finance, especially at 
the present time when the people are so sen- 
sitive on Iho Eubjeot of the incroaso of the 
public debt, and ho did not believe tho Pre- 
sident's assumption correct. Tho Southern 
States aro not considered Provinces but 
States. Mr Hendricks thought in tho event 
of tho entire abrogation of tho Southern 
States by tho Federal Government it would 
bo a question of great moment whether tho 
Stato obligations would rest on the General 
Government. 

Mr Fessenden said ho was glad tho mcs- 
na^o met with no response. Ha regretted 
that the President had sent such a document 
lo the Senate. Such a document mi/jht have 
a bad effect if tho peopln were not so intelli- 
gent nn to perceivo its fallacyi 

Other Senators discussed tho message 
which was finally ordered printed, and the 
Senate adjourned. 

In tho House, Williams ofiered an amend- 
ment to the Constitution auttorising the Pre- 
sident lo remove Judges of the Supreme and 
other Federal UourtB on tho recommendation 
of twocthirds of each house of Congress,

American Financial Prospects. 

We hear from Washington that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury expresses the opinion 
very freely, that no further reduction of the 
public debt need bo expected at presont ; in- 
deed tho chances are that iho debt will bo 
increused within Ihe next threo monlhs. 

We fear ve are approaching tho end ol the 
agreoablo delusion wo have been nurcing in 
regard 10 our debt and taxes. So much has 
been eaid of ihu exhauatless resources of our 
country — our pcoplo have submitted so 
gracifully lo the tuxes imposed upon them, 
and tho nciual reduction of tbo debt from 
month to mouth has been so considerable 
that we begun to look upon tho whole thing 
hi a bagatelle. It has been assumed that the 
dobt was to bo paid within twenty or thirty 
years at furthest, and that, too, without 
special effort or Hpeoial hardship in any 
quarter. All this wan poesible only when 
business in every department was flourishing, 
— whilo h.bor was abundant and woll re- 
warded, — while everybody was potting rich 
and could afford to puy heavy taxes. 

All this begins already to be reversed. 
The lido is turning. Business is dull — pricrs 
are so oxorbilunt that labor, which com- 
mands Ihe highest wages, can scarcely earn a 
living ; tho profits of nil branches of industry 
have fallen off, nnd everybody begins (0 feel 
comparatively poor. Evidences of this aro 
seen in every direction, Tliero is nothing 
like the expenditure among business men, 
or in society and private life, that was wit- 
nessed a year ago. Tho Park is no longer 
crowded with showy equipnges. Costly din- 
ners, extravagant displays ol wealth at ovon- 
ing parties, lavish expenditures fur luxury in 
dress, no longer characterize our fashionable 
oiroles. AH this is apparent and indicates 
unmistakably a very different stato of things 
Irom what has existed hitlitrto since the war. 
.Men no longer look upon taxation ns a trille, 
They feel it as a burden, growing heavier 
and heavier, instead ol lighter, every day. 
Tba return ol incomes in this city will not be 
one-half what it was last year ; and tho same 
thing is said to be true throughout the coun- 
try. 

The action of Congress at tho last session 
only lended to make things worse. It was 
utterly impossible to get the attention of the 
majority of the finances as a subject of par- 
amount importance. Political projects ab- 
sorbed their attention. Nearly bait' the 
aggregate income tax was deliberately thrown 
away. lusted of siding and fostering South- 
ern ability to pay its share of taxation, every- 
thing done tended to depress and o:unh it. 
Not a dollar of aid was given to rennir the 
Mississippi levees, though that measure alono 
would have yielded millions through 1I10 
sugar tax. The culture of eottou was taxed. 
Capital in tho South was loaded with exac- 
tion.- and disabilities which it was utterly 
unable tu bear, Trie les-ons of experience 
and common sense wero deliberately siicri'ic- 
ed, in every direction, to pot ileal passion or 
personal interest. The adjustment of duties 
on foreign imports waB made in utter disre- 
gard of its relations to the revenue/and be- 
eame a venal end disgracoful scramble 
among spocial interests 'or government favor 
and protection. All these acts aro just now 
beginning to bear their natural fruns. The 
revenue i» falling riff heavily ; progress in 
redeeming the public debt mu*t be suspend- 
ed, taxation boginB to be felt by all classes 
11s a burden — and there is ov. ry prospect 
that all these evils will grow worte instead of 
being relived and removed. Enormous 
olaims, still unliquidated, remain to bo added 
to the segregate ot the public debt, and there 
is at least nn even chance th-jt the taxation 
of the industry of the country must bo in- 
creased rathor than diminished, to meet the 
exactions of the impending future. 

Those things prove tho absolute nocossity 
of greater economy iu the moniitjernent ol our 
finances, and greater wisdom in tho adoption 
ol plans for developing our resources and 
alleviating the hmdeu of taxation. Whether 
we may reasonably hope for theso aids is a 
mattor of doubt ; but it is very certain that 
w thout them, the country will plunge deeper 
and deeper into trouble and confusion, — JV 
Y. Times.

The 
bottom, oa falso bed rock, is a species of lava, 
through winch no ono baa yet sunk, but it is 
bolievcd that if the real bed rock was reach- 
ed good pay would bo found. Tho gold ob- 
tained, though not vory fioo, is of a sbraggy 
oharactcr, showing cvidont signs ol its ex- 
pul.ioij from quartz in tho immodiato vicinity. 

GOVERNMENT CREEK, 

Into which Hixon creak empties itself, is 
a very extensive crock, and wholly occupied 
by Chinese, who will number about sixty, the 
result of whose labors, however, can only bo 
arrived at by their own admission that tboy 
aro taking out a liltlo gold. 

I1IXON CHEEK. 

Thero aro about twelve men at work on the 
WaBhburne* quartz lodo. The company are 
in high hopes and spirits, having found some 
very rich rock, but as yot hnvo discovered no 
well defined ledge, the rock being obtain- d 
from vein-) and spurs. — Some cloven or 
twelve while men arc working surfaco dig- 
gings, nnd making from $8 to §0 a-dny. No 
bed rock has yot been roaohed on this creek. 

There is u store, restauiant and saloon here, 

and the Chinamen supply the camp with beef 
at 25c. per pound ; flour sells at 25 and 20 
cents ; provisions aro plentiful at present. 
Many of tho minors here have cultivated 
small patches of ground, and are raising 
vegetables, which appear to bo growing very 
luxuriantly, Beloro our informant left, two 
Indiana coma into camp, bringing several 
largo pieces of gold, which ih ay siatod had 
been picked up by them at a place some 
sixty or eighty miles from Canyon creel:, on 
the western side of tho Frasnr. As the In- 
dians are well known to Messrs Pollock aud' 
Geddou.of ilixon creek, theso gentlemen are 
about to form a parly to accompany them 
to tho locality, 'i'nc expedition will start 
next Thursday, from Quesnelmoutu.

Peatu of Genkral Thomas Fhancib 
Meagher — General Meagher, acting Gover- 
nor of tho American lorritory of Montunn, 
was drowned in tho Missouri River, on tho 
1st inst., by falling from iho deck of a steam- 
boat into the river. Mengher was an Irish- 
man by birlh, and at the time of his death 
abcut 45 years of age. He wus fust brought 
Into public notice by his association with 
John Mitchell, Smith O'Brien, Belew Mc- 
Manus, John Martin and others of tho Young 
r reland party, through tho publication in 
Dublin ol the United Irisliman in 1847-8, 
and moro especially by his " ApoBtropho to 
the Swoid," delivered in tho latter year be- 
foro an immonso meeting in Conciliation 
Hall, Dublin, the Lord Mayor being in the 
chair. For that wild freak at Silevenamon, 
when a few undrilled, unarmed and unofli- 
oercd peasants attempted to revolutionize 
Ireland and drivo Iho British power beyond 
its borders, ho with others waa arrested, 
tried for treason and scnlenced to porpctual 
banishment in tho penal colony of Van Dio- 
mau's Land. He remained there us a prK 
soner nnd a convict from 1848 until 1857. 
when he escaped in a vessel ami landed at, 
San Francisco. He subsequently married a 
daughier of Townecnd, the Now York sarsa- 
parilla man, with whom he got an abuudauce 
of worldly goods. Turuiug liia attention to 
military matters, bo went into the war against 
tho South as General of the Irish Biigadc, 
and at the close of the war was appointed 
Secretary .of Montana, soon becoming through 
the absence of tho Governor, nc ing Gover- 
nor, which ho was at the lime of his death. 
In politics he sided with Johnson against 
Congress, lie was among ihe most eloquent 
ol the living oratortl j was noble-hourtnd and 
generous, but had a yearning (or iatoxioaling 
drinks.
